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When this is in the hands of our 
readers the Bishot will have arrived 
in Seattle. It was hoped that we 
might have a picture of him in his 
robes for this number, but the pic- 
tures which appeared in the papers 
were not suitabie for the purpose of 
having cuts made.

It is quite likely that the Bishop’s 
office will not appear in the next 
telephone book, since that is al- 
ready on the press, so we suggest 
that careful note of his office ad- 
dress be made. 


The Consecration Service 


Our readers may like to have some 
account of the consecration service 
of Bishop Huston. The accounts of 
such services which appear in the 
secular papers are sometimes curious 
and exasperating reading. Very often 
reporters are not present and even 
when, as in this case, they have a 


_ prepared order of proceedings 
placed in their hands, they 
do not. seem to have the least 


idea what the service means or what 
the important part is or what is 
necessary and what incidental. In 
the present case they did not at- 
tempt to describe the episcopal and 
other vestments as is usually the 
case generally leading to remarkable 


and awe inpiring descriptions, but it | 


is evident that if a reporter was 
present he had little idea what it 
was all about. 

The Consecrator was the Right Rev. 
G. H. Kinsolving, DD. Bishop of 
Texas and the co-consecrators Bishop 
Stevens (Coadjutor of Los Angeles) 
and Bishop Capers of West Texas, 
who also preached the sermon. The 
presenters were Bishop Shayler and 
Bishop Quin, co-adjutor of Texas. 
The Bishop of Dallas read the Litany 
and the consents of the Bishops were 
‘read by the Bishop of North Texas, 
Dr. Seaman. The chaplain to the 
Bishop presiding was the Rev. Du- 
Bose Murphy of Austin, Texas. 


The attending presbyters were Dean_ 


Thornbury of Laramie and Dr. Mc- 
Lauchlan of Seattle. The deputy Reg- 


istrar was the Ven Archdeacon Mc- 
Kenzie, the Master of ceremonies 
Rey. J. P. Anshutz and the assistant 
Master of ceremonies the Rev. L. B. 
Richards of San Antonio. 

Morning praver had been said and 
the Holy Communion celebrated at 
earlier services and the chiefs ser- 
vice began at ten o’clock The fol- 
lowing was the order of procession:

After the Service a luncheon was 
held in §S. Anthony’s hotel and in 
the evening a reception in the parish

house. Of both of these we hope to 
have some account. 

An admirable account of the conse- 
cration service appears in the San 
Antonio Express which, however, is 
careful to inform us thatDr. Huston 
was made an “Hpiscopal Bishop.” 
We shudder to think what would have 
happened had tkey made him a 
bishop of another kind! 

The following is a synopsis of the 
account in the “Express.” The paper 
was kindly sent by Mr. Arney. 

The procession was headed by 
Master Wilbur Huston Bishop Hust- 
on’s son as Crucifer. 


The Communion proceeded as usual 
to the end of the creed when the 
beautiful hymn “O Master Let Me 
Walk With Thee” was sung and the 
sermon followed. In concluding it 
Bishop Capers turned to Bishop-Elect 
Huston, and said: “We are assembled 
here in the presence of God and by 
the warrant of his Eternal Son to 
give you the jeadership and trustee- 
ship of the church by committing to 
vou the Episcopate. I know that you 
feel overwhelmed with a sense of 
responsibility, but you must ever re- 
member that your strength is in the 
assurance of the great Bishop of us 
all, that He will never forsake you. 
Kiver hear His words: ‘Lo, I am with 
you always.’ And again you must 
call to your assistance the truth that 
you will have a fellowship with the 
whole church. You can never be 
alone, for your office will bring you 
into that company of apostles and 
prophets whose life’s works are an 
ever-living testimony of their pres- 
ence with you. There is no office 
that can be given to man that fur- 
nishes a larger opportunity of ser- 
vices than that of the Episcopate. 
You will never be able to feel that 
you are measuring up to your op- 
portunities; for the demands upon 
your time and strength will not per- 
mit such self-satisfaction. But you 
will ever feel the reality of your 
office because it will exact the very 
best within you, and this demand 
will bring to you your greatest and 
yaost blessed realization: namely, that 
the church is not asking for your 
strength, but the strength of Christ 
as he lives in you. This was always 
the source of the joy and the influ- 
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ence of the great apostle, Paul. His 
boasting was never of himself, but of 
Christ,’ he writes to the Galatians, 
‘and it is no longer I that live, but 
Christ liveth in me.’ 

“Our four years together gives me 
every asurance that your Episcopate 
will bear witness to the ‘indwelling 
Christ’ and that the fruits of your 
labors will be to His honor and the 
upbuilding of his kingdom. And so I 
bid you welcome into the fellowship 
of the labors and sorrows and joys of 
the office of a bishop in the Church 
of God.” 

At the conclusion of the sermon the 
bishop-elect, vested with his rochet, 
was presented by Bishop Shayler and 
Bishop Quin to Bishop Kinsolving, 
presiding bishop, seated near the holy 
table, the bishops presenting him say- 
ing: “Reverend Father in God, we 
present unto you this Godly and well- 
learned man, to be ordained and con- 
secrated bishop.” 

The )bishop presiding demanded 
testimonials of the bishop-elect. They 
were presented and read as follows: 
“Certificate of election. read by the 
Rey. Rodney J. Arney, rector of 8S. 
James’ Church Kent, Washington, 
president of the standing committee, 
Diocese of Olympia; canonical testi- 
monial, by George T. Allensworth, of 
San Antonio; the certificate of ord- 


inations, the Venerable Benjamin 
Sumner McKenzie, archdeacon of 
West Texas; the consents of the 


standing committees, Walter E. Tur- 
rell, Tacoma, Wash., the consents 
of the bishops, the Rt. Rev. E. Cecil 
Seaman, D. D., bishop of the Mis- 
sionary District of North Texas” 

The bishop-elect then meple the fol- 
lowing promise: “In the name of 
God Amen. I, Simeon Arthur Hus- 
ton, chosen bishop of the Protestant 
Hpiscopal Church in Olympia, do 
promise conformity and obedience to 
the doctrine, discipline, and worship 
of the Protestant Hpiscopal Church 
in the United States of America. So 
help me God, through Jesus Christ.” 

Then followed the Litany and the 
Examination after which the Bishop- 
elect retired to put on ‘the rest of the 
Episcopal habit,’ while the hymn “O 
Spirit of the living God” was sung 
and having returned he knelt. while 
the solemn “Veni, Creator Spiritus’ 
was sung and then followed the im- 
position of hands. 

After presenting the elected bishop 
with the Bible, the bishop presiding 
proceeded to the communion service, 
and the newly consecrated bishop, 
with other, communicated. 


The offertory anthem was by Stain 
er “Awake, awake, jut on thy 
strength O Zion; put on thy beauti- 
ful garments, O Jerusalem, the holy 
city: for henceforth there shall no 
more come unto thee the uncircum- 
cised and the unclean. Shake thyself 
from the dust; arise and sit down, 
O Jerusalem: locse thyself from the 
bands of thy neck, O captive daughter 
of Zion. 

“How beautiful upon the mountains 
are the feet of him that bringeth 
good tidings, that publisheth peace, 
that bringeth good tidings of good, 
that publisheth salvation, that saith 
unto Zion, Thy God reigneth. 

One of the first to offer felicitations 
to the new bishop, after the proces- 
sion had left the church and disband- 
ed in the parish house, adjoining, 


was his aged mother, Mrs. Matilda 
Huston, who makes her home with 
her son. He embraced her while 
tears trickled down her cheeks. 

The Right Rev. H. H. H. Fox, DD. 
Bishop Suffragan of Montana has 
been elected Coadjutor, to the satis- 
faction of all concerned. It is a 
great joy to know that the great loss 
sustained by the Church in Montana 
has been to an encouraging extent 
recovered by the generosity of friends 
both within and without the diocese. 


Bishop Manning has received over 
two-thirds of the fifteen millions 
asked for for the completion of the 
Cathedral of S. John the Divine and 
the work has commenced. The Cathe- 
dral_ stands on a commanding sits 
and wiil be one of the most notable 
sights in the United States. 

Speaking of cathedrals reminds us 
of bells and speaking of bells recalls 
the fact that Mr. John D. Rockefel- 
ler Jr., has presented to the Baptist 
church on Park Ave. New York a 
peal of bells numbering no less than 
56. This is encouraging, for it helps 
to dispose of the tabu which has been 
placed on church bells by those whe 
object to the noise. 

But little protest is made against 
the abominable noises of the automo- 
bile by day and night. The bells 
will have a very great influence on 
the life of the cities fortunate enough 
to possess them and we hope that 
Seattle will be fortunate in this re- 
spect. 


Archdeacon Goldie of Eastern Ore- 
gon has accepted the Rectorship of 
All Saints, Dunlap and has already 
begun his ministry there. 


The Church Supply Co. has moved 
from 718 Cherry St. to 626 Burke 
Building, corner of Second Ave. and 
Marion St. where the Church papers, 
theological books and supplies of all 
kinds may be obtained. This loca- 
tion will prove much more central 
and convenient to those coming to 
Seattle for their church supplies and 
books.

Janior Daughters of the King 


On Saturday, May 2, nineteen 
Juniors and eight Seniors gathered 
at S. Mark’s Church, Seattle, and 
there formed the Junior Local As- 
sembly for this Diocese. The meet- 
ing began with a service at eleven- 
thirty at which Dr. McLauchlan 
spoke to the girls on the importance 
of really understanding and knowing 
the Collects ,Gospels, and Epistles 
for each Sunday. Knowing these 
week by week we can become better 
members of Christ, and by being bet- 
ter members of Christ we can be 
better Junior and Senior Daughters 
of the King. 


After the service the girls went 
down stairs for luncheon, which was 
prepared by two of S. Mark’s Sen- 
iors, and served by three girls who 
want to become Junicr Daughters at 
S. Mark’s. This luncheon helped the 
Juniors to become better acquainted 
with each other. The business meet- 
ing began with the appropriate 
prayer service that is always used 
at the beginning of the Junior meet- 
ings. After a few introductory words 
as to the purpose of this meeting 
the reports from the various chap- 
ters were heard. These reports 
were all most helpful because new 
ideas were introduced. For instance, 
one chapter was making and selling 
waxers for irons out of old candle 
ends. Another chapter sent a box 
to an Alaska mission. Among other 
things there was a doll dressed in 
vestments. This was quite a clever 
idea because at this mission -there 
were no vestments used, and with 
this doll the minister could teach 
the children about the vestments of 
the Church. Another chapter had 
sent gifts to the Ruth School for 
Girls. Later on in the meeting a 
discussion grew out of what these 
chapters are doing and there was a 


helpful exchange of ideas on how 
to carry on the work. 

Our Provincial President, Mrs, 
Morgan, gave a talk to the girls. 


She told about the very sad story 
of the son of Mrs. Davenport, our 
National President who is so _inter- 
ested in girls. From this Mrs. Mor- 
gan went on to talk about the Jun- 
ior Daughters and to answer ques- 
tions. Mrs. Morgan made the sug- 
gestion that all Juniors learn’ the 
Collect of the Order, and also that 
they know and gay their Junior 
Prayer.

Books for Sick People 


The Omaha Public Library has 
been carrying on a most useful ser- 
vice of lending books to the patients 
in the Clarkston Hospital, a fine dio- 
cesan institution, This has not been 
done casually but with a serious pur- 
pose, approved by the County medical 


authorities, of helping the patients’ 
recovery by the influence of good 
books. One of the library staff 


brings a cart with seventy-five books 
to the bedside twice a week, books 
of all sorts, the only ones excluded 
being those with a depressing atmos- 
phere, no matter how great their lit- 
erary value. During the four years 
in which this service has been ren- 
dered, over 13,000 books have been 
read at the hospital. A report from 
the library mentions that a course in 
“book therapy” is to be given in one 
of our universities, open to graduate 
nurses and librarians, showing that 
a trained-nurse-librarian with a great- 
er knowledge of the influence of 
ideas as found in books may some 
day be a part of a hospital’s nursing 
staff. Thought-provoking possibilities! 
And why does not some parish social 
service unit try taking library books 
to convalescents instead of flowers, 
or not instead of? 


More than 10,000 patients are treat- 
ed annually in the small hospital con- 
nected with our Mission at Langzok, 
China. The hospital is in charge of 
Dr. Walter Pott, son of Rev. Dr. F. L. 
H. Pott, President of S. John’s Uni- 
veresityt, Shanghai. 

An X-Ray machine would be of the 
greatest service to this hospital, es- 
pecially in the diagnosis of tubercul- 
osis in children. It would prevent the 
spread of the disease in thousands of 
families. : 


“Overhead’’—two months salary of 
a trained social worker, in a southern 
diocese. One result of her work— 
twenty children romoved from a 
Church home and placed with people 
able and willing to take them, and 
the Church institution permanently 
relieved from the cost of caring for 
them. 


Churechwoman Writes Home to 
Her Rector 


“At the card party there were 
such funny conversations about the 
eburch. They can’t have the Auxil- 
iary meetings on either Thursdays 
or Fridays, because every Thursday 
they have luncheon together and 
cards, and on Friday they have a 
Book Club Meeting, where they 
meet and discuss a book they have 
read during the week. As they are 
all housekeepers, they cannot  at- 
tend church meetings on Mondays 
and Saturdays. So all meetings at 
the church must take place on either 
Tuesdays or Wednesdays. But the 
maids have their ‘day out’ on Tues- 
days; therefore, they cannot leave 
home on Tuesday afternoon. And 
these people are the pillars of the 
Hpiscopal Church here! 

“They don’t have flowers on the 
Altar during the summer, because 
there is nobody to arrange them. The 
fact is, however, that they all have 
the loveliest gardens, full of flowers, 


and they all have motor cars. The 
rector ‘and the sexton do all the 
Altar work during the swmmer. 
There is much more wealth here 
than we have in our parish; they 
could do a great deal. more than 
we do, there are so few churches ~ 


here, and the homes are wonderful. 

“One of the women told me that 
most of the people were rich and 
would contribute to worthy causes 
if you went after them, but that none 
of them would belong to church so- 
cieties. Whenever there are any 
flowers to take to the sick the rector 
takes them; but they say that every 
one has so many flowers that they 
don’t want any from the church. I 
said, “You try them.” It is pitiful 
is it not? So much waste, so many 
opportunities lost. These people 
could make up for the poor churches 
that are unable to give in either 
money or time.” 

To this may be added a certain 
community of beautiful country 
homes, some of them belonging to 
Church people who have given with 
conspicuous generosity to the Roman 
Catholic Church there. They say its 


presence “saves their lives” because 
it enables them to keep their ser- 
vants. The Episcopal Church has 


occasienal services from a non-resi- 
dent priest who borrows the Con- 
gregational meeting-house. 


At Calcutta University the Bible 
is a compulsory subject for the B. A.

Constitution of the Young 
People’s Fellowship 


Diocese of Olympia 


ARTICLE I 
NAME—OBJECT—BADGE 
Section 1. 

This organization shall be called 
the “Young People’s Fellowship” of 
the Diocese of Olympia. 

Section 2. 

Its object shall be to foster and 
develop the religious, moral, intellec- 
tual, and social life of the young 
people of the Church and such others 
as under this constitution may be- 
come members of it. ; 

Section 3. 

Its badge shall be that as hereafter 
adopted. 

ARTICLE II 

Membership and Admission 
Section 1. 

The members of this organization 
shall consist of young people who 
have attained the age of sixteen or 
who have been confirmed. In any 
parish where numbers or conditions 
warrant, junior chapters may be form. 
ed to consist of young people who

have not attained the age of sixteen. 
Section 2 

Members shall be admitted at a 
service conducted by the Rector of 
the parish or incumbent, according 
to the service of admission as ap- 
pended to this constitution. 

Section 3. 

New chapters may be formed in 
any parish or mission with the con- 
sent of the Rector or clergyman in 
charge. Affiliation with the Diocesan 
organization shall be effected by sub- 
scribing to this constitution, and 
upon sending to the diocesan secre- 
tary notice of such action, together 
with the names of the chapter’s of- 
ficers and the number of its mem- 
bers. An inactive chapter may be 
re-organized by complying with the 
above procedure.

There shall be 
membership.

ARTICLE III 


Organization and Administration 
Section 1 


The organization of the Y. P. Fel- 
lowship shall consist of local chap- 
ters, deanery organizations, and a 
diocesan organization. 

Section 2 

The organization and administration 
of local units shall be vested in the 
individual chapter, which may adopt 
such by-laws as are necessary, and 
do not conflict with this constitu- 
tion. The Rector of the parish or 
the clergyman in charge shall exer- 
cise control spiritually and otherwise. 
Section 3. 

a. Deanery units shall be formed 
in each deanery to act as subsidiaries 
to the diocesan organization. 

b. The Deanery presidents shall be 
ex-officio diocesan vice-presidents, and 
shall be elected at the last deanery 
meeting before the annual diocesan 
convention. 

Section 4. 

The diocesan organization shall con- 
sist of all local chapters and shall 
be governed by a Diocesan Executive 
Committee, consisting of the diocesan 
officers, the Bishop’s representative, 
the chairmen of standing committees, 
appointed by the president and the 
two lay-advisers, one being in each 
Deanery. 

b. The officers of the diocesan or- 
ganization shall consist of a president, 
a vice-president from each deanery, 
as specified in Article 8 Section 3 b; 
a secretary, an assistant secretary 
when needed, to be appointed by the 
president; and a treasurer. These 
officers, except as specified in Article 
3 Section 3 (b) shall be elected by 
ballot at the annual diocesan meet- 
ing for a term of one year, shall be 
eligible for one re-election, and shall 
take office immediately following their 
election. 

ce The annual meeting of the dioces- 
an organization shall be held each 
year at the time of the annual con- 
vention of the Diocese of Olympia; 
day, hour, and place to be determined 
by the Diocesan Executive Committee. 
Each chapter in good standing shall 
be entitled to one vote either in con- 
vention or at any other time when 
matters shall be put to a vote of 
chapters. In all matters coming be- 
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fore the annual convention, except 
the election of officers and the amend- 
ing of the constitution the vote by 
chapters may be had on demand. 


ARTICLE IV 


Finance 
Section 1. 


Tht Diocesan Executive Commit- 
tee shall prepare a budget to cover 
estimated expenses for each ensuing 
year, and each chapter shall be as- 
sessed to cover its proportion of this 
budget according to its numerical 
strength. This amount shall be paid 
in monthly installments to the dio- 
cesan treasurer on the first day of 
each month. 


ARTICLE V 


Amendments and Adoption 
Section 1. 


This constitution and amendments 
to it shall become effective when rati- 
fied by three-fourths of the active 
chapters.

Rule 2.

It has long been the joy of our 
Daughters to supply layettes, either 
in whole or in part, to the Theodora 
Home upon call. This is a worthy 
cause, a sweet and interesting work, 
and a good field for the work per- 
formed by The Daughters of the King. 
Our activities along this line, how- 
ever, are not confined to the Home 
but serve individuals equally well. 

The second Sunday of the month 
finds a small committee of our 
Daughters, under the able leadership 
of Miss Catherine Collins, conducting 
an afternoon program at the Florence 
Crittenden Home. Music, short talks 
and readings, and prayer, is the 
order of the afternoon in an effort 
to bring a little sunshine into the 
lives of these girls, many of whom 
are mere children. Miss Collins is 
able by virtue of her own business 
connections to offer them hope of fu- 
ture employment when they leave the 
home if they desire. Different mem- 
bers go each time. 

We have also been writing weekly 
letters to the inmates of a Church 
Hospital in Denver, Colorado. They 
are mostly incurable patients and 
many of them are without friends or 
relatives and the letters, papers, 
magazines and gifts which we send 
them are a real joy to them. Sister 
Cora supplies us with the names and 
a short history of the patient’s 
condition, nationality, religion, ete. 
We have, however, a case nearer 
home. a young woman is ill at Fir- 


lands Sanitarium and is practically 
without friends. Weekly visits are 
made to her. and papers and maga- 
zines sent. 

We have now a flourishing Chapter 
of Junior Daughters, an admission 
service being held for probationers 
on April 19th, last. 

Many of our Daughters are doing 
their part in the choir, Church School, 
altar guild and Young Peoples Fellow- 
ship. In a few words of summary we 
try to do whatever comes within the 
scope of our activities for the better- 
ment and advancement of our parish 
and His Kingdom as Daughters of 
the King and first hand assistants to 
our Rector.

What To Teach Children 


A well-known sensational writer has 
declared that last year, in the United 
States, 900 boys and girls committed 
suicide; also that the average age 
of the boys was sixteen years and 
of the girls fifteen years. The sensa- 
tiongl writer declared this to be 
through faulty home and school con- 
ditions. We believe that this is an 
error. The worst demoralizing causes 
of child life in the United States are 
our newspapers and our movies. The 
newspapers deal with the vilest events 
connected with social life. They are 
filled with crimes, casualties and 
scandals. There is little else in them. 
Our newspapers are a national dis- 
grace. They breed moral pestilence 
as cholera breeds. They are destruc- 
tive and demoralizing. Much of the 
movie films is of the same order. 
The trouble is that the newspapers 
and the movies all pander to money- 
making greed. Their only idea of 
success is that which is found at 
the cashier’s desk. As long as the 
newspapers and the movies are ac- 
tuated by this spirit of greed and 
utter recklessness of conduct the 
American people will be contaminated 
and degraded, with a constantly in- 
creasing moron percentage in our pop- 
ulation. What children need to be 
taught more than anything else is 
self possession and to look at life 
and its troubles sanely and sensibly.

TREASURER’S STATEMENT 
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The Church’s Heritage 
XVI. 


To the children of the church, 
Dear children: 

Roman Catholic writers always and 
Protestant writers often state that 
our Mother Church of England was 
founded by King Henry VIII who, 
because the Pope would not consent 
to his divorce from Queen Catherine, 
threw off his allegiance to Rome and 
set up a church of his own of which 
he became supeme head: that that 
church, having broken cff from Rome, 
is in schism (the word meaygs a 
piece torn off) not possessing valid 
Orders, nor dispensing valid sacra- 
ments and that, therefore, the Ameri- 
can Church, which derives her orders 
from England is in the same evil 
case and is, in fact, no church at all. 
Like others, including some of our 
own people who ought to know better 
they speak of “The Episcopalian 
church.” You will hear more of this 
when you get into the High School 
and the University. The remark has 
one great merit—it is perfectly clear 
and straightforward; the only objec- 
tion is that it is not true, and no 
educated person ever says So. 

In an earlier letter I said that it 
is not always possible to give a 
clean-cut account of historical events. 
What is said against the Church of 
England by those opposed to her 
often contains truth as well as error 
and it takes care to steer a straight 
course between them. But I shall 
try and you must try for we cannot 
be good Church people if we think 
that we are absolutely right and 
everybody else absolutely wrong. 


King Henry, then was not a saint, 
nor was the Pope with whom he had 
to deal. There was not much to 
choose between them except that the 
Pope claimed to be the Vicar of 
Christ, and we naturally expect more 
of him. I shall not say much about 
the worst features of Henry’s charac- 
ter because they do not enter very 
largely into the matter before us. 
But that he was a head-strong, wil- 
ful and autocratic man is quite true. 
That he formed, or wished to form 
a new church is not only false, but 
in the “Bull” of Pope Leo xiii on the 
validity of Anglican Orders he says 
nothing of this as affecting them. 
But. did not the king want to be the 
absolute ruler of the church? Of 
course he did. He was a selfish, 
grasping cruel tyrant—self-willed, ob- 
stinate, unbending—you can use every 
word of that kind that you can find— 
but a man had to be something of 
that kind in order to face and over- 
throw the papal pretensions of that 
age. And he did it. He liberated 
the national church from the slavery 
of Rome, he fostered the new learn- 
ing and he did help the Church of 
Kngland to recover her ancient in- 
dependence. The Church of God 
was never intended to be under the 
rule of one man, whether he wore one 
crown, or three or none at all. I 
hope that you will try and remember 
that. 

Another fact to remember is that 
the Reformation of the church had 
been the burning question in Europe 
for over 200 years. Pope after Pope 
had solemnly, on his election, pledged 
himself to attempt it and Council 
after Council—Pisa, Constance, Basel 


—had devoted years to the discussion 
of it, but nothing was done. 

But though the Popes did nothing 
for Reform in the Church, they did 
foster the New learning as a result 
of which we had, by steps which l 
cannot stop to trace, interesting 
though they are, the translation of 
the Holy Scriptures into the English 
language the noblest of which dating 
from the year 1611 was the Author- 
ized Version. This is often cailed 
by Roman Catholics a mere Protest- 
ant Version, and we are well satis- 
fied that they should disclaim any 
share in a work which remains the 
glory of the language we speak. 


The Reform Parliament met on. 


November 3rd, 1529. 

Its first busines was to pass a Bill 
declaring that any person who should, 
after the next March procure any 
license or Dispensation for holding 
a plurality of benefices (or, 2S we 
should say, a number of varishes) 
should incur a heavy fine. 


That was the first blow at the 
Pope’s supremacy. On September 
19th a Royal proclamation was issued 
forbidding the introduction of Papal 
“bulls” (that is Papal edicts) into the 
kingdom. The king next proceeded 
to revenge himself upon the clergy 
who had opposed the “divorce” pro- 
ceedings, which he did by imposing 
fines upon them and by requiring of 
them recognition of him as supreme 
head of the Church. But this they refus- 
edtodountil the limiting-clause was 
added: “so faras it is permitted by the 
law of Christ.’ Many years, later, name- 
ly in 1869 a great Council met in 
Rome to secure the “definition” of 
the personal infallibility of the Pope 
and it was not secured until the per- 
sonal idea had been withdrawn and 
a limiting clause inserted which 
makes the papal infallibility an in- 
definite thing. The popes have never 
used it and probably never will. 

In this same year the clergy pre- 
tetioned against the payment of An- 
nates or Firstfruits to the Pope and 


asked that if he should persist in 
demanding them England should 
withdraw from allegiance to him. 


Then the king required that all can- 
onical legislation should be subject to 
his veto and proceeded to the sup- 
pression of the papal supremacy, in 
which he was supported by all the 
bishops except Fisher bishop of Ro- 
chester and Bonner, afterwards bishop 
of London. 


In March 1534 the Pope issued a 
Bull declaring the  king’s marriage 
with Catherine valid and requiring 
him to return to her on pain of ex- 
communication. This brought about 
the final rupture. The bishops were 
required to preach against the Pope’s 
supremacy, and on March 31st the 
Convocation of Canterbury and on 
May 5th the Convocation of York 
declared that: “The Pope has no 
greater jurisdiction conferred on him 
by God in Holy Scripture in the 
kingdom of England than any other 
foreign bishop.” Thus the Church 
anticipated the State in casting off 
the shackles of the Roman power 


The next thing the king proceeded 
to do was to suppress the monaster- 
ies. There is little needed to be said 
on this subject. The king’s motives 
were partly good and partly bad, 
perhaps chiefly bad. The monasteries 
were said to be corrupt and to some 
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extent they may have been but the 
king would have appeared in a bet- 
ter light in the eye of history if he 
had not diverted their revenues very 
largely to his own enrichment and 
that of his favourites. But the times 
were evil and it is not possible to 
put the blame for this whole state 
of things upon one person or set of 
persons. It may not unjustly be said 
that the king was a bad pupil of bad 
teachers. The greatest resentment 
was caused by the plunder of the 
shrine of S. Thomas a Becket at 
Canterbury. He was, as you will re- 
member a strange man who had many 
great virtues and many faults and 
after his murder his tomb. became 
the richest shrine in Christendom. 
From it the king took an immense 
amount of treasure and for this he 
was excommunicated by the Pope 
on the ground of sacrilege of the 
tomb of a canonized saint. Out of 
the revenues of the greater mon- 
asteries, however, the Sees of Oxford, 
Gloucester, Bristol, Peterboro, Chest- 
er and Westminster were founded and 
endowed. It is a dismal period but 
it was the darkness which preceded a 
brighter and better state of things. 

The great and abiding glory of this 
age is the production of translations 
of the Bible into the language of the 
common people. 


The first English translation of the 
Bible to issue from the press was 
that of William Tyndale in 1526. He 
was an Englishman who had been a 
Carthusian monk and the translation, 
which was the New Testament from 
the original Greek was printed at 
Worms and was, no doubt, coloured 
very largely with his own peculiar 
and heretical views. The Bishop of 
london bought up all the copies and 
burnt them but this only enabled Tyn- 
dale to translate the Old Testament, 
but his work was cut short by his 
death. He was burnt to death at Brus- 
sels in 1536. 

The next Bible to appear was Cover- 
dale’s in the same year. It was a 
reproduction of Tyndale’s and was fol- 
lowed the next year by Matthews 
Bible which obtained the sanction of 
the king and Archbishop Cranmer. 
The real producer was probably John 
Rogers, who wasmartyredin Mary’s 
reign; but it was revised and publish- 
ed in 1539 as The Great Bible. 


But more was being done than the 
translation of the Scriptures. In 1537 


-@ number of the Bishops, acting under 


the suggestion of Thomas Crumwell 
put forth a book of instruction called 
“The Institution of a Christian Man.” 
There were four parts. First the 
exposition of the Creed, Second the 
Sacraments, Third the Ten Command- 
ments and fourth the Lord’s Prayer 
and the Hail Mary.
